SKELMERSDALE United could be left looking for a 
new home amid the on-going row over the need to 
upgrade the pitch at the JMO Sports Park where it 
is based. 

The Champion reported last week how Skem have 
been forced to play their first home matches for the 
upcoming season at Burscough FC’s Community Sta- 
dium as the pitch at the JMO had failed a ‘FIFA 
bounce test.’ 

This was a requirement for playing in the Northern 
Premier League after they won promotion from the 
North West Counties league last season. 

Skem chairman, Gordon Johnson, has claimed JMO 
had failed to carry out pitch work to address the issue 
and hoped the problem could be resolved. 

But JMO say that in order to meet league require- 
ments the entire pitch needs replacing, which would 
cost them £300,000. They stated the football club was 
told this back in July. 

They added that a whopping £750,000 has already 
been spent to ensure the JMO meets the league’s sta- 
dium grading requirements, and this latest 
expenditure was a step too far. 

A spokesperson for JMO, who lease the site from

West Lancashire Borough Council, said: “Our stadium 
pitch is not eligible for FIFA certification as the astro- 
turf used is no longer in production and is not a 
registered product with FIFA.” 

They added that in addition to the £300,000 cost of 
replacing the pitch, the additional facilities required 
following the club’s promotion could cost a further 
£200,000. 

They added: “In light of the fact that JMO Sports Park 
has recently spent over £750,000 to meet SUFC’s 
league’s ground grading requirements, a decision had 
to be made as to whether this additional expenditure 
was financially viable and unfortunately at this current

“This information has also been provided to the 
club.

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MP fears cost of fuel 
is driving community 
nurses off the road 


THE soaring cost of petrol could be 
forcing community nurses off the 
road, fears West Lancashire MP 
Rosie Cooper. 

To combat the problem, she is press- 
ing the Government to bring NHS 
mileage reimbursement in line with 
rising pump prices. 

Her call comes after concerns that 
community nurses, who are required 
to use their cars to get to see patients 
in their homes, could be looking for 
hospital-based jobs because it is cost- 
ing them a lot of money as the 
increasing cost of petrol means the 
NHS mileage reimbursement rate is 
inadequate. 

The current reimbursement rate of 
56p per mile drops to 20p after staff 
have travelled 3,500 miles. This rate 
has not been adjusted since 2014, des- 
pite significant increases to the cost of 
fuel. 

At a recent Parliamentary Health 
Questions, Ms Cooper raised this mat- 
ter with the new Health Secretary, 
Steve Barclay MP, asking him to con- 
sider whether the mass exodus of 
community staff to acute roles would 
be a ‘catastrophe both for staff and for 
patients at home.’ 

Rosie Cooper, commented: “If this 
issue isn't addressed soon, I am really 
worried there will be a deepening UK 
wide community care crisis. 

“In the past year we have seen the 
cost of fuel increase by as much as 60p 
per litre. District Nurses and other 
community-based NHS staff already

community nurses are 
being forced to look for 
hospital-based posts 


have among the most demanding 
roles. We need to reimburse them 
fairly, not penalising them for simply 
doing their job. 

“The current rate is absolutely not 
enough, and it’s unbelievable that it 
hasn't been adjusted for 8 years! 

“It shouldn’t cost staff money to do 
work in the community. The Govern- 
ment must show that they value their 
essential NHS workforce by agreeing 


to a fair adjustment that doesn’t punish 
people for working hard and reflects 
the cost of fuel.” 

The MP was told the reimbursement 
of travel costs for NHS staff is covered 
by the NHS terms and conditions, 
which are agreed jointly by employers 
and NHS trade unions. The terms and 
conditions set out the process for 
reviewing the rate, and that process 
includes reviewing fluctuations in fuel 
prices. 

Ms Cooper asked the Health Secret- 
ary: “Does the Secretary of State agree 
that if the rate of reimbursement does 
not rise in line with prices at the pump, 
those staff can easily obtain jobs in the 
acute sector, where they will not face 
the extra fuel costs? 

“Given that we want more people to 
be treated in the community, that 
would surely be a catastrophe both for 
staff and for patients at home. 

Mr Barclay responded: “This is an 
important issue, and it affects different 
parts of the workforce in different 
ways. 

“The 56p is higher than the rate 
approved by Her Majesty’s Revenue 
and Customs, and, as the Hon. Lady 
said, it drops to 20p after 3,500 miles 
have been travelled. 

“Of course, the Government are tak- 
ing other measures more widely in 
their fiscal response to the cost of liv- 
ing, such as cutting fuel duty, but there 
is a review mechanism in respect of the 
NHS specifically, which involves look- 
ing at these issues in the round.”

A MUM from Skelmersdale who lost her son 
before he was born has started a fundrais- 
ing campaign to create a baby loss charity in 
his memory. 

Millie Wylie, 23, from Skelmersdale lost her 
son Lenny on September 16, 2021. 
She now wants to set up and is 
in the process of setting up a 
registered charity called Lenny’s 

Love. 

The charity will provide ‘com- 
fort bags’ for parents being 
treated in hospitals who suffer 
baby loss and she hopes, down 
the line, to also help grieving 
parents with funeral expenses 
and counselling — while ‘break- 
ing the stigma around baby 
loss.’ 

The comfort bags — which she 
already creates and donates - contains items 
needed during the immediate hospital stay includ- 
ing pyjamas, underwear and toiletries. 

These are provided free of charge, currently 
given out to mothers and they hope to start creat- 
ing overnight stay bags for fathers too. 

Millie will also be including thoughtful 
memorial gifts to take home for parents to com- 
memorate their loved ones, including knitted

Millie added: “We are fundraising to ensure 
Lenny’s Love becomes a registered charity with an 
official registered charity number. 

“This means we have to raise £5,000 to not only 
be able to provide what we wish for Lenny’s Love 
but because this is the total it takes to be able to 
have the charity commissioner even take one look 
at this as a charity. 

“Lenny’s Love aims to provide and distribute 
comfort bags to UK maternity hospitals for 
bereaved mothers and fathers starting within the 
North West. 

“We aim to provide counselling sessions and 
mental health retreats following the heartbreak- 
ing loss of a baby. 

“We aim to provide funds towards funeral 
flowers and/or headstones for babies. 

“We aim to break the stigma around baby loss! 

“This is a vital charity which is screaming for 
help to make this happen, the potential is massive 
and we need to start helping families through 
such traumatic times. 

“Baby loss happens every single day, in 2020 
alone 2,638 babies were stillborn and 500 miscar- 
riages a day occur in the UK alone.”

PLANS have been submitted for a 
‘retirement living village’ and bunga- 
lows on land at Yew Tree Farm in 
Burscough. 

A planning application has been submit- 
ted to West Lancs Borough Council’s 
Planning Committee on behalf of 
McCarthy Stone for retirement living 
housing as a block of 48 apartments plus 
19 bungalows, with associated communal 
facilities, landscaping and car parking. 

According to the Design, Access and 
Sustainability Statement submitted with 


the development, it states: “The proposed 
development will aim to provide luxuri- 
ous and low-maintenance private 
accommodation in great locations for 
over-sixties. 

“In providing much needed accommod- 
ation for the elderly population, the 
proposed development will optimise the 
use of this previously developed site. In 
addition, the site is ideally located for this 
type of retirement living accommoda- 
tion. 

“There is no doubt that a high quality 
development, including significant new 
landscaping, will make an effective use of 
this previously developed site to the 
enhancement of the locality. 

“At the same time retirement housing is 
acknowledged to be a passive use and an 
entirely sympathetic neighbour with 
etremely low levels of traffic generation 
in comparison to the existing employ- 
ment use on site, or other potential 
housing uses of the site. 

“The development proposals will 
enhance both the character and appear- 


ance of the area. It will provide much 
needed specialised accommodation for 
the local, growing elderly population.

WEST Lancashire Borough Coun- 
cil’s house building company Tawd 
Valley Developments Limited aims 
to become ‘outcome focused’ 
rather than ‘profit driven’ accord- 
ing to new business plans. 

The council say the move was 
agreed in principle at a meeting of 
full council, following recommenda- 
tions by a cross-party committee, 
although this has been disputed by 
the Our West Lancashire party. 

According to the council, Tawd Val- 
ley Developments will now “seek to 
develop sites within West Lancashire 
with the fundamental aim of support- 
ing the housing and economic needs of the 
residents of the borough whilst making financial 
returns for its shareholder, the council.” 

It added that it would only undertake work in 
adjacent boroughs “for other local authorities or 
registered providers.” 

The council say this approach also allows TVD to 
progress with Government funding bids such as the 
£945,000 recently awarded to support the delivery 
of the £4.7million, 27 home scheme at Northfield in 
Skelmersdale, due to complete later this year.” 

Councillor Nicola Pryce-Roberts, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “I am incredibly pleased that as a 
council, we have in principle found a positive and 
effective way forward for TVD. 

“One of our top priorities is providing affordable

homes, whether to rent or buy. 

“This is key to the future prosperity of the bor- 
ough; good housing makes it much more attractive 
when it comes to people choosing where to live and 
for businesses looking to invest.”

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A cow’s role in maintaining our wetlands 


Cows are amazing creatures that are sometimes given 
little credit for the work they do. At WWT Martin 
Mere, we have a herd of English Longhorn cattle that 
help us out by grazing our reserve. 


We use the English Longhorn cattle at Martin Mere 
as they are a hardy breed, they can stay outside in all 
weathers and don't mind getting wet feet. They love 
the course grasses and often eat the thistles and rush 
before they eat any other grasses. The cows eat by 
wrapping their tongues around the grass and ripping 
it, so they aren't selective and create an amazing mosaic 
of tussocks in our meadows. These tussocks provide 
nesting places for snipe, redshank and reed buntings. 


The cows walk down into the scrapes and ditches 
poaching the ground, creating bare mud areas for 
waders to probe in the mud for insects. This bare 
ground provides space for new plants to grow. 


Their diet is entirely organic with no chemicals and 
provides an additional food source as their faeces are 
full of insects. Look out for yellow wagtails and cattle 
egrets around the cows eating any insects they kick 


up from the grasses. The cow 
pats are full of holes as the 
snipe probe looking for beetle 
grubs... yum! 


Our cattle play an essential 
role in maintaining our 
habitat, so it remains suitable 
for the range of wildlife on 
our reserve. The short grasses 
in October attract the pink- 
footed geese as they stop 
off on migration for a quick 
wash and a feed. Up to 46,000 
can be seen munching in 
the fields! 


In March, the fields are alive 
with the sounds of lapwing 
displaying their love the short grasses next to the 
scrape and ditches so their youngsters can feed. Their 
conservation grazing is the most effective and natural 
way of grazing and saves time for our team, who can 
focus on other important conservation tasks. 
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The cattle 

are our conservation lawn mowers and are fantastic 
at creating a wide variety of habitats and species 
rich grasslands. We really couldnt do what we do 
without them!

Council under fire for 
withholding info on 
its own housing firm 


Authority say it’s to protect ‘commercially sensitive information’ 


WEST Lancashire Borough Council has 
come under fire for not publicly 
disclosing committee reports relating to 
the controversial council-owned 
housebuilding company, Tawd Valley 
Developments. 

Council Independents, 
Our West Lancashire has 
pointed out that many 
more building sites are 
being eyed up by Tawd 
Valley Developments - 
yet the “public are not permitted to know 
where” as most agenda reports to a recent 
committee meeting were kept from public 
eyes. 

West Lancashire Borough Council respon- 
ded by saying some details had to be kept 
secret due to “commercially sensitive 
information.” 

It added that this information will be 
made public “when appropriate.” 

Our West Lancashire say they got the 
plans to build on public open space at Far- 
rington Drive in Ormskirk and to demolish 
garages at Whalley Drive in Aughton into 
the public arena. 

Our West Lancashire Councillor, Adrian 
Owens made a formal representation for

two key agenda items at the council com- 
mittee meeting to be heard in public. 

He said: “When the council and its wholly 
owned house-building company are con- 
sidering building across the borough, 
including on public open space, public con- 
fidence will not be secured if these 
discussions continue behind closed doors.” 

However a borough council spokesperson 
responded: “As is the case with all reports 
presented to committees, consideration 
was given prior to the publication of the 
reports as to whether there was a require- 
ment to keep the information private. 

“As the reports contained commercially 
sensitive information regarding an inde- 
pendent company and the potential harm 


to not only that company but also the Coun- 
cil if the information was made public it 
was deemed that it wasn’t in the public 
interest to release that information at this 
stage. 

“Only one report contains information 
regarding potential development sites 
within the borough and these sites have 
been previously considered by Members. 

“For transparency all Councillors have 
sight of all reports and the minutes of the 
meeting will be publicly available. 

“The information will be disclosed pub- 
licly when appropriate and when it is 
deemed to be in the public interest to do 
so. 

“Any decisions on which sites that are to 
be developed will be made after considera- 
tion by all Councillors at full Council and 
not by the Committee (on Tuesday, June 
28). In addition any relevant planning 
requirements will be considered independ- 
ently by the Council's planning committee 
where any relevant party can make repres- 
entations.” 

Earlier this year it was decided West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council’s home building 
company, Tawd Valley Developments 
(TVD) would not be wound down. 

A motion which stopped all TVD develop- 
ments outside of the borough and all those 
within the borough that are not already in 
progress was cancelled at a meeting of the 
Full Council in April.

Disabled rower to 
take on 50-mile 
canoe challenge

A DISABLED man from Westhead is taking 
on a tough charity challenge to help 
Children In Need. 

Charlie Holland has cerebral palsy but that 
has never stopped him from helping others. 

The 58-year-old will canoe 50 miles down 
the Lancashire Canal from Stain- aoe 
ton near Kendal through `“ 
Lancaster and Garstang to just 
north of Preston. 

He has significant mobility 
problems, walks with a frame 
and receives treatment from the 
Burscough Neuro Physiotherapy 
team who are helping him pre- 
pare physically and mentally for 
his big challenge. 

Charlie said: “I may be disabled with cerebral 
palsy and mobility issues but that will not stop 
me. I’ve faced many challenges in my life but 
now my challenge is to ask people to support 


me. 

“All donations will be going to the BBC’s Chil- 
dren In Need appeal and together we can make 
a difference. Children and young people are in 
need in many ways and we can all help. Every 
penny counts.” 

This isn’t the first major charity challenge 
Charlie has done. 

In 2000, he climbed the UK’s highest moun- 
tain, Ben Nevis in Scotland, to raise money for 
his local school, Westhead Lathom St James’ CE 
Primary School.

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Council has 
‘underspend’ 
of nearly £30m 


BOSSES at Lancashire 
County Council have acted 
to “future proof” its services 
in light of the expected 
increase in the cost of living 
after it had an ‘underspend’ 
of £29.9million from last 
year. 

Members of the council’s 
Cabinet heard that at the 
end of the financial year in 
April, the council had an 
underspend of £29.9m from 
a budget of £881.4million. 

The underspend was as a 
result of an “exceptional” 
year due to the effect of the 
Covid-19 pandemic on coun- 
cil services. 

The council also received a 
number of grants from the 
Government as part of the 
Covid response which it has 
used to support services. 

The underspend has meant 
that further investment has 
been possible in a number of 
areas, including a computer 
system to improve school 
admission processing, extra 
money towards energy costs 
and repaying a substantial 
loan, which will save on 
future interest payments, as 
well as funding to meet the 
needs of the services in the 
future. 

The amount of money now 
in reserves stands at 
£215.7m, although savings 
are still needed to ensure 
the authority is able to bal- 
ance its books by 2024/25, 
when a funding gap is 
expected.

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Barclays slammed as 


‘uncaring’ 


as branch 


in town set to close

BARCLAYS Bank is to close its 
branch on Ormskirk’s high street in 
a decision slammed as ‘selfish and 
uncaring’ by MP Rosie Cooper. 

The bank has announced that its 
branch on Aughton Street will close on 
Friday, October 28 - one year after the 
bank closed its branch in Skelmersdale. 

The Ormskirk branch was the last 
one left in West Lancashire, leaving 
Barclays’ customers with no option but 
to travel to Liverpool or Southport if 
they need in-branch services from this 
autumn. 

Ms Cooper said: “I am appalled by 
the selfish and uncaring decision by Barclays to 
close their Ormskirk branch. 

“We need to support the high street now more 
than ever, but Barclays have chosen to jump ship — 
abandoning the loyal customers who rely on in per- 
son services, many that are elderly or vulnerable. 

“Undoubtedly people are using more online bank- 
ing and less people need to use a bank branch, but 
there are still many people that cannot or do not use 
these services and need the in-person customer ser- 
vice that only a bank branch can offer. 

“It is not acceptable to simply abandon these 
people because it is inconvenient or costly. 

“My constituents will have to travel a fair distance 
to reach a branch, many by public transport. 

“Although Barclays say everyday transactions can 
be carried out at the Post Office, this is no replace- 
ment for an actual bank branch. 

“Post Offices are also slowly disappearing, and 
just this week the Ormskirk Post Office site on 
County Road announced it was closing its doors.

A Barclays spokesperson said: “The decision to 
close a branch is never an easy one.

“This is reflected at Ormskirk branch there has 
been an 62% reduction in counter transactions in 
the two years to March 2020. In addition 90 per 
cent of our customers at the branch are also using 
different ways to bank. 

“We will work with our customers and provide 
alternative options to ensure they can continue to 
manage their money and receive financial expertise 
when required.”

Uni researchers 
create unique 
art exhibition 


AN interactive new art exhibition curated by 
researchers from Edge Hill University is 
travelling to locations across the North West to 
mark Natural England’s 70th birthday. 

The From the Land to the Sky exhibition will be at 
Ainsdale Sand Dunes Natural Nature Reserve from 
August 1-8 and forms part of Natural England’s 
70th anniversary celebrations to help visitors 
understand what disadvantaged communities 
have to say about the natural environment. 

Professor of Culture, Communication and Screen 
Studies, Claire Parkinson has brought together 
artists and disadvantaged groups to produce art- 
works examining what animals can teach us about 
landscapes.

I share your readers’ concerns 
regarding Whitemoss landfill site 
that have appeared in the Cham- 
pion’s letters page. 

The impacts of Whitemoss on the 
community have been well rehearsed 
for more than 20 years. 

In 2015 the site was designated as 
a National Infrastructure Site to take 
hazardous waste. 

This followed a long legal battle 
o the Royal Court of Justice in Lon- 

on. 

During the long, hard, expensive 
campaign to stop the site from tak- 
ing hazardous waste, both our MP 
Rosie Cooper and West Lancashire 
Borough Council worked with and 
supported residents in doing all 
within their power to bring the con- 
cerns (including health impacts) to 
the attention of the Judge. 

Rosie was a stalwart campaigner at 
every stage of the legal process and 
continues to support residents 
against the negative impacts that 
landfill has on local communities. 

Rosie supported Parbold residents 
against a plan to raise Parbold Hill 


landfill to a height that would have 
taken away the view. 

The recent tragic loss of life at East 
Quarry, Appley Bridge again focuses 
on potential landfill concerns. 

Whether to infill with approxim- 
ately 1.1million cubic metres of 
waste, resulting in 250,000 lorry 
movements past residents’ front 
doors for 10 years, or to follow 
advice from the Health and Safety 
Executive to provide adequate fen- 
cing to ensure safety at the site. 

If a Certificate of Lawfulness were 
to be granted at the site, there would 
be less protection to Appley Bridge 
residents and their environment, 
than that granted at Whitemoss, and 
we know those problems only too 
well! 

Landfill is a lucrative business and 
without careful management and 
scrutiny from residents and relevant 
agencies, those closest to such sites 
will always suffer the most.

Young saplings which replaced dead 
trees have been killed by weedkiller 


For many years I have been trying to ‘per- 
suade’ the council to replace around ten 
dead trees that used to grow in the area 
around the junction of Delph Lane and 
Moss Delph Lane in Aughton. 

During those years I had no success and 
little room for optimism until earlier this 
year when a number of very small sap- 
lings (whips) were planted together with 
supports and protective plastic sheaths. 

All was well until somebody, presum- 


ably a council employee, came along a 
few weeks later and sprayed the whole 
lot with a weed killer. 

This approach is OK for controlling 
grass growth around mature trees, with 
well developed bark, but deadly for the 
immature saplings - the kill rate was vir- 
tually 100%. 

I have twice contacted the council, by 
email and phone, in an attempt to discuss 
the issue with a response rate of 0%. 


I write to you for two reasons a) to get 
rid of my total frustration at the situation 
and b) to highlight the money and time 
wasted in planting trees only to kill them 
a few weeks later. 

Having written this, I feel somewhat 
better, but still agitated about the whole 
sequence of events.

The pressure’s on for 
MG’s new sports car

IF YOWRE going to launch your new sports 


car without the baggage, don't bill it as “the 
return of the legend”. And certainly don't tease 
it with a slick trailer that’s at least as good as 
anything you'll see on Netflix. 

But that’s exactly what MG did on Monday, so 
baggage it is. Readers with longer memories will 
already know that they've been threatening to do 
this for ages because 18 months ago they showed 
off the two-seater Cyberster in concept car form, 
and now they’re edging ever closer to making a 
concept version. About ruddy time, because for 
those under the age of 15, MG is a company best 
known for sports cars, not me-too crossovers. 

However, MG has stopped tip-toeing around 
its illustrious heritage. The first move its Chinese 
paymasters made after snapping up the brand 


was to put the old TF roadster, with some blink- 
and-you-miss-it tweaks, into production, but 
since then its been a stream of hatches and 
crossovers that could have come from any Asian 
carmaker. I can't have been the only one who 
cringed when the MG 6 was launched a decade 
ago in two forms that nicked names from classic 
MGs - GT for the hatch, Magnette for the saloon 
— and showed them alongside a 1960s Midget on 
a mountain switchback in the TV ad. Nice try, 
but you couldn't help conclude that youd rather 
have the leaky old roadster. 

But that was a long time ago and MG is now 
Britains fastest growing carmaker, thanks largely 
to a Popeye-esque diet of crossovers to build up 
your market strength, and being quick off the 
mark to spot the increasingly hefty appetite for 
electric-only offerings. It’s also making cars that 
are making cynical motoring writer types like 
me sit up and take note too; only a few weeks 
ago in this very column I reckoned the new 
MG4 was the firms first truly exciting model in 
more than a decade, and while I havent driven 
the latest MG5 yet, those who are praising it for 
being a small, unpretentious estate car that does 
away with all the hype and just quietly gets on 
with the job in hand. 


The Cyberster, on the other hand, is all about 
hype. Itll almost certainly be MGs slowest- 
selling model because the queue for cheap, 
mass-market sports cars is tiny these days — with 
the Fiat/Abarth 124 Spider gone, theres the 
Mazda MX-5, and that’s about it. The Cyberster 
will be an all-electric answer to what would have 
happened had the MGF/TF never gone out of 
production, and it looks great. And for anyone 
wondering about whether its a rightful heir to 
that particular throne — it’s been designed by a 
team of Brits, too. 

It could have been a clean break but MG's 
also given its slick social media teaser the 
strapline Return of the Legend, which sounds 
like a rejected title for a Marvel sequel. It also 
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means that it’s asking us to make sure we slot 
the Cyberster right alongside the MGA, the 
MGB, the Midget and the MGF the instant it’s 
launched, and means it will have to drive at least 
as well as a properly-sorted Midget MKIII from 
the moment it crunches off the gravel driveway. 
In other words, it'll have to be brilliant because 
MG's said that its own legend, carefully curated 
over nearly a century of delicately-honed 
roadsters, is returning. 

But I’m not worried. Put it this way — everyone 
thought Daniel Craig would have a tough gig 
donning a tuxedo but Casino Royale was still a 
cracking film. No pressure, MG.
